"When placed on post and left by 
the retreating relief I stood for awhile 
uncertain whether to risk deatii by 
some unearthly means or by beiilg 
shot for deserting my beat. 

"Wliile I was delilierating I heard 
a girl's laugh and, looking down, saw 
a merry face and two black eyes peer- 
ing up at me. The girl had a l asket 
on her arm full of flowers and t)egan 
to pelt me with tliMB. I sapfMMed she 
was simply passing that way and 
didn't connect her with tlie ghost who 
had spirited away the other sentries. 
I seized one or two posies and threw 
them back at her. She was too pretty 
to keep at a distance, and I invited her 
to come up and alt with me on the 
slope. It wasBt toBf before I had mj 
arms around her and stole a kiss. 

"She spoke some English and, point- 
ing to a house below, told me she was 
on her way to a dance to take place 
time. We soon heard the sound of 
OMlsic, and the girl begged me to go 
down with her. have a dance and get 
back before the rdlef came. I was 
tempted and fell. I went with lier, 
danced several times and was thinking 
of returning whm I was s Bi fonnded 
and made « prisoner. 

"They were about to take me out to 
shoot me when the girl who had ar- 
ranged for q)y capture stood In the 
door and jabbered Spanish at them 
with constantly growing irritation. I 
didn't know then what she said, but 
le arned aflem'ard that having given 
them tiiree victims, she wished the 
foorth to be spared. Finally she pre- 
Talled, partly by threats to expose 
tbetn to our troops above and partly 
by her influence over them. I was re- 
leased .-iikI. .•'.ccompanied by the girl, 
started up t(^camp. I had plenty of 
time to get^^here, bat was dallying 
with lier. she sliowing plainly enough 
that she ha.l nne daft on me. I tried 
to tear mysell away from her, but 
couldn't. I knew she had betrayed 
tiiree other men, but her preference 
for me caught me. and while I was 
trying to get away from her I heard 
the relief visit my post Then I knew 
I was too late, for if I went to camp I 
would be shot for being absent from 
my post. 

"That threw the whole matter into 
the hands of the girl. It was the same 

as having sold niy soul to the devil. 
I deserted, and we went away^ togeth- 
er. She deserted, too, for she never 
went back home. Her people , were 
Spaniards, and the men M ho had been 
bent on shooting me were Spaniards.

They 
had only consented to let me go on her 
promise that .she would keep me from 
getting back to the command.

Preserving Mint. 

Drying is the best method. The mint 
should be picked just before it flowt-rs 
and should be gathered on a dry day. 
Wash it thoroagfaly, sinead on brown 
paper and plate it in a warm oven to 
dry quickly, taking care, however, not 
t* M tt born. When it is dry rub the 
leaves from the stems, cool, put into 
jars or bottles and cork tightly. The 
following recipe for mint sauce, using 
dried mint leares. is .^recommended: 
Three tablespoonfols of finely chopped 
mint leaves to two gills of French 
vinegar mixed with three ounces of 
powdered sugar. 



Tongue With Spiced Sauce. 
Brown two tab lc a p eonfola of butter 

and gradually add one pint of boiling 
water, stirring until smooth. Boil for 
a few minutes; then add a little grated 
lemon rind, one-third cupful of ralslnit 
and a pinch of salt then six cloves, 
six peppers, one bay leaf tied In a 
piece of cloth. Cover tb^ dish and 
simmer slowly until xalaiiis are tender. 
Remove spices and add Jnlce of one 
lemon. Cut the already cooked tongue 
into., slices, add to sauce, cover and 
simmer until meat has become thor- 
oughly seasoned.

Frankfort, Ky.— (Special)— The ef- 
fiHta to ae^nre a better ayBtea of taxa- 

tion for Kentucky have been per- 
sistent for fifteen years but owing to 
the Inmclad reatrictlons in the state 
constitution It la mrrmMllinly l i l ^ t u tt 
to secure any change. 

Tax commissions have repeatedly 
Seen appiriiited hy aattiorlty of the 
legislatures and these commissions 
have unanimously condemned the gen- 
eral property tax which was adopted 
by the last constitutional convention 
and as the law is constitutional it has 
been impossible for the legislature 
alone to repeal it. 

However, the last general assembly 
undertook to amend the constitution 
as provided by law and thla amend- 
ment will have to be ratified by the 
people at the November election and 
It It falla to earn it eannot be voted 
on again for another Ave years. 

The effect of the present law is to 
drive people and money from the atate 
and to prevent other people and money 
from coming in and building up our 
indnatriea. 

This is how the general property 
tax is regarded by outsiders as indi- 
cated in a report of a commission ap- 
pointed In aaether atate and It ap- 
plies in all raqeete to Iv preaent 
tax system. 

pereonal ^perty tax is a 
It falls inevital^ upon the 
ee — p e mt i T ely few who^are caught 
The burden it impoeea upon prodac- 
tlon is out of all prnfOfllM to the 
revenue it produces. 

"Tear after year state and local as- 
■■■■ Ins boards have denoonoed It aa 
Impracticable in its workings and un- 
just in its results. These recom- 
—da tio M haTe for the most part 
passed unheeded or have led to in- 
effectual attempts to bolster up tho 
law. It is time the aitnadm was 
faced squarely, and the tax ia ita 
present form abolished. 

"So far as the personal property 
tax attempts to reach Intangible forma 
of wealth, its administration is so 
comical as to have become a byword. 

"Brndk a method ot eolleetlng 
revenue would be a serious menace 
to democratic in|titution8 were it not 
ao generally recognised aa a howling 
farce. \ 

"But it is not a farce to those who 
are fully assessed. These are chiefly 
the widows and orphans who are 
caught when their property is listed 
ni the probate court, fai-mers, retail 
merchanta and others. Incorpomted or 
unincorporated, with stocks of goods, 
and the small investors who are not 
skillfal enough to make non-taxable 
Investments." 

The state referjed to has changed 
its tax system and already the ceceipts 
from taxation have increased enor- 
ly and the peculiar effect of It 
been to lower the taxes on lands 
•ad improvementa by seevring a givat- 
er revenue from personal property 
which had formerly produced little or 
ao returns. 

Kentucky must iaeneae ito rereanee 
to keep up its schools -and public in- 
atitatlons and it would be manifestly 
unfair to make the property at present 
paying taxes sustain this added bur- 
den, but under the preaent law there 
I Is no other recourse. 

If the amendment carries and the 
legisiature is empowered to classify 
I property so as to bring under the as- 
I sessor's scrutiny the vast amount of 
1 personal property now escaping taxa- 
tion the revenues can be increased 
and taxes on lands and houses' dimin- 
I ished and what is more important than 
all we will be able to develop our re- 
I sources, maintain our population and 
I attract capital and people who will 
I help to build up the state. 

Ohio has recently changed its tax 
laws and has already been benefited 
and Tennessee is about to renounce 
the general j;ropcrty tax. Other 
states have either long since abolished 
it or are preparing to do- so. 

The present system in Kentucky was 
popular when the country was young 
and wealtli largely confined to real 
estate which could not be hidden. 

Wealth is now largely in personal 
securities which the as£ei;.=or can not 
locate and in consequence this class of 
property escapes almost entirely. 

Can we afford to neglect this great 
question and yet hope to compete with 
neighboring states which are less fa- 
vored than ours naturally but have 
the advantage of cheap money and low 
taxes?

How Unsatisfactory 'the Pros- 
ont Tax SystMn Works 
in This Slal* 



Meet Unequal System Ever Devfeed 

and Most of the Progressive States 
Have AbolTkhed the Plan Used in 

The present state constitution of 
Kentucky provides that "Taxes shall 
be uallbna on all kiada of pr e pe tty ," 
and on the surface this seems to be 
so fair the average thinker can find 
ao feult with it 

In practice, however, it has been 
found to be ^e most unequal tax sys- 
tern ever devised, and sltoat of the. pro- 
gresalve auiee hava absMsbed tte 
plan. 

Its inequalities and unfairness may 
be seen from 'the way it diserlmiaates 

in certain classes of property and ex- 
plains why Kentucky seems to have 
SO little intenglble wealth as com- 
pared with other states. 

For instance, cash in savings banks 
draws only three per ceat interest, 
gilt-edge bonds pay tarn per coit, real 
estate notes six per cent, stock in 
some foreign corporations ten per cent, 
while the tax on all la the same tvr 
state purposes, but varies for county 
and city purposes according to the lo- 
cation.. 

Thus where the Income is only 3 
per cent and the taxes 2^^ per cent 
it leaves the owner only ^ per cent 
interest, and where the income is 10 

per cent and the taxes 2% per cent 
the interest is 7^ per cent. In this 
uniform? 

In some counties land is assessed 
at 30 per cent of its value, in others M 
per cent, and la others 70 per cent. 
The state tax is the same in all tha 
counties. Is this uniform? 

If an honest fanner llsU his prop- 
erty at its fair value' and his un- 
scrupulous neighbor puts a lower value 
on his property the former pays more 
than his share, whUe tha latter pays 
less. 

If the state board of equalization 
raises the entire list for that county, 

the honest man pays on property he 
doesn't own. and yet our law is sup- 
posed to be uniform. 
That the personalty owned by t/M- 

sens of Kentucky is vastly more than 
is listed for taxation is a well-e8tal>- 
lished fact; but the tax receipts doat 
show it. In fact, certain classes of 
property, such as stocks, bonds, notes 
and cash have almost disappeared from 
the tax rolls, and these evidences of 
wealth apparently grow less each year. 

If the present system is allowed to 
remain in force, it will reanlt, aa it has 
in other states, in almost all kinds of 
personalty disappearing from the as- 
sessors' books, and lands and houses 
which can not be hid or moved will 
have to bear the chief burden. 

It has been so in $very state where 
the "general property tax" has been 
the plan on which property was taxed, 
and most of the states have been wise 
enough to get rid of such aa unequal 
and unfair system. 

The Ohk) state tax commission, in 
its 1908 report on the operation et the 
"general property tax," says: 

"It is a failure for purposes of rev- 
enue or equality. Perhaps not 5 per 
cent of •intangible property is listed. 
It punishes the honest. It rewards the 
dishonest. It frequently results in 
double taxation and lowers the stand- 
ard of integrity." 

The entire revenue of the state of 
Kentucky is about $7,000,000, while 
Michigan, with about the same area 
and population, receives $14,000,000 
^rom taxes, only a small proportion of 
which is paid on land. 

In Pennsylvania there is no state 
tax on farms or homes. 

There are 7,000,000 acres of unim- 
proved farm lands in Kentucky and 
yet vast quantities of farm prodaeto 
have to be Imported. 

There are about twenty-five thou- 
!r \nd square miles of coal lands in 
Kentucky, and yet we buy millions of 
tons of coal from Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Indiana and Tenne.s.see. 

Kentucky raises thirty-eight per 
cent of the tobacco crop of the United 
States and manufactures only three 
per cent of it. 

The.= :> we significant facts and OUT 
people should consider them. 

There may be other causes tor onr 
lack of progress but it is an estab- 
lished fact that no state has ever 
prospered under the general property 
tax and it is also known that this de- 
plorable system of taxation has always 
il III: out capital, retarded develop- 
ment and caused untold losses in pop- 
ulation. 

The la.=t general assembly parsed 
an act amending the state constitu- 
tion so as, to permit future legislation 
on taxation which will go far towards 
remedyine: the evils and It Is the duty 
ot every citizen in the state to vote 
for the amendment at the November 
election. If it Is not ratified at that 
time it will be Impossible to vote on 
the question for another five years 
and It has been delayed too long al- 
ready. It is tUae for us to wake up 
j»nd eet hi line with other prosperous 
sc^itfs. Vote for the u; ■. .lif.i:! i-v^i 
jmendment at the November election.

and injurious insects. 

From an examnation of many 
hundreds of stomachs, it has 
been found from early autum 
until spring, his food consists of 
vegtable matter, of weed seed of 
a noxious and troublesome kind. 

Eighty -five different weed< 
have been found to contribute 
largely to the bird's menu, and 
his marvelous appetite is his mo.-t 
valuable asset. Crop and stom 
achs have been found which 
over crowded with rag-weed seed 
to the number of 1000, whi'e 
another had eaten as many seed 
of crab gras^. After a winter 
in which a vegetarian diet ha^ 
largly predominated. Bob Whir.-
